It is not improbable that on account of 
the premature disclosure, as well as for 
reasons of international policy, those actu- 
ally arrested may be expelled from France 
oem being brought to an embarrassing 
rai. * 

Thus the Streté-Générale regards the 
affair as of such importance that it is not 
displeased—since its plans have miscarried 
—that the extent of its real information 
and intentions should have been concealed 
from the public and from the as yet un- 
arrested members of the gang in a barrage 
of contradictory romances. 

Amid all the stories in circulation, it 
should be recalled that the Sireté has 
made no announcement save to confirm the 
arrests on charges of espionage. 

The inquiry leading to these arrests 
began last April, when the Finnish police 
got on to the track of a nest of inter- 
national spies which they “ cleaned out ”’ 
in the first week of this month. Acting on 
a hint from Helsingfors, one of the ablest 
members of the French Súreté went to 
Finland and brought back the information 
which led to the arrests here. 

While the gang is alleged to have acted 
chiefly for the Soviet Government, they 
are also alleged to have collected informa- 
tion for several other Governments.

HANCELLOR HITLER and General 
Goering were to-day informed of the 
verdict reached in the Reichstag fire trial, 
but at the same time were confronted with 
a supreme test of their statesmanship. 
From a high source which has hitherto 
been unimpeachable it is learnt that 
certain Nazi extremists have proposed that 
Dimitroff, who with his two fellow- 
countrymen, Popoff and Taneff, will be 
found not guilty, should not be allowed to 


| reach the German frontier alive.

ever, it is believed in political circles, will | 


give strict orders that the verdict of the 
Court—however disappointing to Nazi 
partisans—must be respected at all costs, 
and the Bulgarians will be immediately 
taken to the frontier as undesirables. 
The verdict, which is to be proclaimed 
on Saturday, will, it is believed, condemn 
Van der Lubbe to death, acquit the three 
Bulgarians for lack of evidence, and acquit 
Torgler of the charge of incendiarism, but 
hold him for a new trial, together with 
other Communist leaders, such as Ernst 
Thaelmann, on a charge of high treason. 


THREAT IN COURT. 


Upon acquittal Dimitroff, Popoff and 
Taneff will be handed back to the Prussian 
political police, who will from then on be 
respotisible for their safety until they 
reach the German fronticr. 

General Goering, as head of the police 
in his capacity of Prussian Minister of 
the Interior, is said to realise fully that, 
if Dimitroff were to be “shot while 
attempting to escape,” all the world would 
recall the Minister’s threat to Dimitroff, 
uttered in the heat of argument on No- 
vember 4th: “ You wait till we get you 


| out of the power of this Court.”

However impulsive the General may be, 
it was added he would never depart from 
the legality to which his party has pledged 
itself.

As to Hitler, he is reported to have 
become indignant at the mere suggestion, 
and to have pointed out that, apart from 
everything else, his proposals for the

Both statesmen were reported to-night to 
be determined to see Dimitroff and his 
compatriots safely out of Gertnany.
